WASHINGTON, June £8.—On July 10 a 


partj- composed of senators and represen- 
tatives who arc, or expect to be, members 
of the commerce committee of the senate 
and the river and harbor committee of the 
house will leave Cleveland for a tour of 
the great lakes. The gentlemen inmost 
eases will be accompanied by their wives, 
and lor the entire trip the party will be 
the guests of Senator McMillan and Re- 
presentative Stephenson, of Michigan. 
Members of the committee of both houses 
have often expressed a desire to be per- 
sonally acquainted with the commerce and 
localities for the benefit o£ which public 
money is annually asked and given, and 
some of them have at times insinuated 
that congress, should in some way provide 
opportunities for personal inspections of 
this kind.Twelve Hours In Detroit. 


The Michigan congressmen have not de 


pended upon congress, however, but cheer- 
fully 
assume the expense of making 


known to the members of the committee 
that frames the annual river and harbor 
bill the importance and necessities of the 
vessel interests of the great lakes and the 
improvements at present needed by the 
important water route from the east to 
the northwest. The company will leave 
Cleveland on the icvenne steamer Fessen- 
den and cross Lake Erie and ascend the 
Detroit river by daylight. After twelve 
hours in Detroit, where they will be elab- 
orately entertained by the city, the party 
will go by regular boat northward to 
Mackinaw, Sault Ste Marie, Duluth and 
the various cities on the south shore of 
Lake Superior. 


The Great Soo Canal. 


Visits will be made to the copper and 


iron mines of the upper peninsula region, 
and among the government works that 
will be inspected both going and return- 
ing are the Lime Kiln channel in the De- 
troit river, the government canal con- 
necting the river and Lake St. Clair, 
the harbor of refuge at Sand Beach, the 
Hay Lake channel of the St. Mary's 
river, and the famous locks and ship 
canal at Sault Ste. Marie, the largest in 
the world, and through which passes 
•ach year, according to the official report 
of the chief 
of engineers a greater 


amount of tonnage than enters the port 
of Liverpool in the same length of time. 
The secretary 
of war will recommend 


liberal appropriations next year for this 
system of waterways, and visiting com- 
mitteemen will after a personal inspec- 
tion be better able to act advisedly on his 
recommendations. 


Will Probably learn Something- 


Congress last year provided for the 


purchase of the canal across Kee-n enaw 
Point in Lake Superior and making it 
free to commerce, and the floating investi- 
gating committee will probably take time 
to look over the new purchase and deter- 
mine for themseli es what legislation is 
necessary to make the short cut through 
Lake Superior of the utmost practical ad- 
vantage to vesselmen. Senators Erye and 
Gorman are among the eastern men who 
•re expected to make the lake trip. They 
have been members of the commerce com- 
mittee for years, but have never personally 
visited the localities for which they an- 
nually appiopriate money, and indeed 
have seldom taueled in the northwest for 
any purpose 


OBJECT TO EDUCATION. 


Trouble Expected at the Moqui Pncblo 


Indian School lu Arizona. 


WASHINGTON, June 36—Commissioner 


Morgan of the Indian bureau has received 
a telegram from Superintendent Collins 
of the Moqui Pueblo Indian school at 
Keaa's Canon in Arizona in which he 
states that the Indians threatened to kill 
the whites and forcibly take their children 
from the school, and asks that military re- 
inforcements be sent to the school. The 
commissioner referred the telegram to the 
war department v< ith a recommendation 
that additional reinforcements be for- 
warded and the ringleaders in the present 
trouble be arrested and held pending the 
settlement of the difficulty. 


Csnsc of the Trouble. 


It is said that there are 1M pupils in 


the school, which is under the supervis- 
ion of one of the most efficient teachers 
In the service. Commissioner Morgan and 
Qsneral McCook visited the Moquis last 
fall and directed the superintendent to 
(rather into the schools all the Indian 
children he could find of school age. The 
niwent difficulties, it is said, have grown 
oat of the fact that the Indians are bit- 
Urly opposed to sending their children to 
school.

The Annrrlcnn Consul at Vancouver Be- 


Blgns His Commission. 


VANCOUVER, B C , June 26.—Jay Ew- 


ing, American counsel here, has sent in 
his resignation and recommends as his 
successor Henry Harris of Washington 
state, now temporarily a resident of Van- 
couver. Swing's pronounced anti-British 
views and his failure to conduct himself 
in the manner generally expected of a gen 
tleman and a diplomate, made him so un- 
popular that he was completely boy- 
cotted by both business men and society 
people 
The feeling culminated Thursday 


in the circulation of a petition addressed 
to Secretary Blame and asking for the 
credit o£ the United States that Ewing be 
recalled. 


Why Ewing Is. Disliked. 


In less than two hours this petition was 


signed by over three thousand residents, 
incltuling the most prominent men here 
in all walks of life. 
Ewing gained th» 


ill-will of the public here by refusing t* 
respond to the toast "Queen Victoria and 
President Harrison," because the presi- 
dent was not mentioned first. The othe* 
day on an excursion on the Canadian 
Pacific railroad he caused the union jack 
which hung beside the stars and stripes 
to be pulled down. Since then the feeling 
against him has been very strong.

Crushed In a Mine by aKock. 


ST. Louis, June 36.—A dispatch from 


Hamilton, Mo., says: An accident occurred 
at the shaft of the Caldwell Coal compa- 
ny's mine near this city Wednesday, in 
which one man lost his life and four oth- 
ers received serious if not fatal Injuries. 
The men were propping up the roof when 
a rock weighing a ton and a half fell, kill- 
ing Paul Bloise instantly; crashing Rob- 
ert Steward's back, breast and right arm;

How do these republican editors figure 


oat that their party U the one that will lose 
by the third party movement? We see 
statement of tbe bind made every day.
